Bedaubed with a liberal coating of tar 
from head to foot and bedecked with 
feathers, Frank Sicbort, a middle-aged 
man. of McKee City, was lashed to a 
lamp post near the railroad station 
there at night by a mob of angry 
neighbors. 
Helpless be stood until 6 o’clock in 
the morning, when the early news­ 
paper express from Philadelphia to 
Atlantic City stopped at the station. 
Train hands cut the fantastic figure 
loose and he made a bee line for home, 
limping on leg* cramped from long 
standing. 
The wrath of Stchort's neighbors 
was aroused by his alleged attentiona 
to a comely widow living in the little 
town. 
He is married, but his wife la 
blind. 
Both he and the widow have 
children. 
When the neighbors found what wa# 
going on they determined on sum­ 
mary action. 
They found Sicbort at 
the woman’s house and quickly pulled 
him out in spite of her hysterical 
pleadings. 
They took the man, uot 
without a fight, down the road to a 
plate near the railroad, where they 
had a keg of tar. 
Stripping him of 
every stitch of clothing, they bedaub­ 
ed him with the tar. 
By this time aeveral of the party 
bad raided a nearby hen roost and 
pulled a bunch of feathers out of each 
fowl. These they stuck on the tar and 
then tied the man securely to the 
lamppost, where the main street of the 
town crosses the rsilroad. They aban­ 
doned him there to the torture of my­ 
riads of mosquitoes. No one dared lib­ 
erate him for fear of the moo. which 
threatened to run him out on a rail 
if he is found at the woman's house 
again. 
Sic bort was brought here by rela­ 
tives. where he boarded a train for the 
Atlantic City hospital to have the tar 
and feathers removed. 
He says he 
knows the men who attacked him and 
will have them arrested. He asserts 
that he was only working for the 
woman 
Several months ago the re bientt of 
McKee City drove a man out of town 
because of his relations with a widow. 
The little town is isolated from the 
rest of the country towns and cannot 
even boast of a constable, so residents 
have acquired the habit of looking af­ 
ter their own affairs in an arbitrary 
manner.

A sbu ry P ark , N. J., Aug. l l . —W alter 
A. Brookins, th e youthful pupil of the 
W rights, who on July 9 climbed to th e 
record height of 6275 feet at A tlantic 
City. and then coasted safely to th e 
ea rth with his pow er shut off, crash ed 
to e a rth from a height of about fifty 
fett d u rin g th e first hour of the open 
ing of the ten-day aviation m eet here. 
T h is is th e first tim*- since aviation 
began to draw big crow ds of onlook­ 
ers th a t 
an 
aero p lan e 
has tum bled 
dow n on th e sp ectato rs. 
Seven 
p erso n s 
besides 
Brookins 
w ere injured. O ne of them a fourteen- 
year old boy nam ed George B urnett, 
of S pring Lake. w'as crushed b eneath 
th e Iram ew o rk of th e lower part of 
th e m ain planes of th e m achine and 
had his skull fractu red aud his hip 
broken. 
He w as rem oved to th e Long 
Branc h hospital in an autom obile T he 
boy will probably die. 
W hen B rookins wa* found beneath 
th e tan g le of th e torn plane, fabric 
aud sp lin tered fram ew o rk and w ires 
he lay on th e sod of the aviation field, 
with his face in a pool of blood and 
his right hand still grasping a s te e r­ 
ing lever. He w as tho u gh t to be dead 
as he w as d ra g g ed out of the wreck. 
T he d octo rs say th a t a superficial e x ­ 
am ination show ed th a t Brookins has a 
broken nose, a severely lacerated head 
and face, Ilia eyes a re closed and he 
has general b ru ise s about the body. 
T h e d o ctors do not expect fatal re 
su its from his fall. 
B rookins sa y s th a t his fall was due 
to efforts he w as m aking while d e ­ 
scending to avoid a crow d of cam e ra 
men and o th e r sp e c ta to rs grouped on 
the av iatio n field a few- feet in front 
of the n orth end of the uncovered 
grand stand and th at this point w as 
solidly p ark ed with spectators. W hen 
about flfrv feet o v e r the beads of th e 
g lan d stan d crow d th e aeroplane was 
seen to tip af w hat seem ed to be al 
most an agle of forty five degrea as 
the av iato r tried 
to sw ing his ma 
chine in a sh a rp circle betw een th e 
grand stan d and th e knot of m en out 
on th e field.

Th* low* Silo. 
Two years ag** the agricultural en 
giuecrlng section of the Iowa expert 
incut station invented a new kind of 
silo which was called the Iowa silo. 
This silo i* built of K|MN'ially made hol­ 
low tile 
it Is as permanent as a ce­ 
ment Hilo and 
much easier to con­ 
struct. It costs no more than the best 
grade of stave silo and will last sev 
erat times a* long 
Since thin silo was 
first devised thirteen have been con­ 
structed Iii various part* of th** state. 
A careful account wa* kept of the ne 
tual cost of construction 
The manner 
in which the ensilage kept was also 
watched carefully 
Without exception 
these silos are proving satisfactory.
